Next Tuesday is both a primary and 
an election day. 

In their primaries the Republican, 
Democratic, and Socialist parties will 
officially nominate their candidates 
for mayor, city clerk, and city treas- 
urer. 


Under the nonpartisan act, and now 
affected for the first time by the fifty 
ward law, aldermanic candidates will 
go into their first election at the same 
time. Those winning majorities on the 
first day are elected. In wards where 
there is no majority, the highest two 
will run a second race on April 3. 

There ig also @ congressional pri- 
mary in one district, the Second, 
where a vacancy was caused by the 
death of Congressman James R. Mann, 
And; in addition, there are elections 
of commissioners in fifteen small park 
districts. 


G. O. P. Mayoralty Holds Interest. 

While in many wards, particularly 
Democratic ones, the more acute jn- 
terest centers about bitterly fought 
aldermanic contests, the eyes of the 
city as a whole are centered on the 
Republican mayoralty race. 

There is no fight in either the Demo- 
cratic or Socialist primaries. There 
is only the regujar organization ticket 
—William E. Dever for mayor, Al F. 
Gorman for clerk, and John A. Cer- 
venka for treasurer—on the Demo 
cratic side. And the regular Social- 
ist ticket headed by William A. Cun- 
nea for mayor. 

And on the Republican side the pri- 
mary is unusually tame. The coali- 
tion ticket, backed by the Brundage, 
Crowe, and Deneen forces, was the 
first in the field and no opposition 
has appeared against William H. 
Cruden for city clerk, or John V. 
Healy for city treasurer. 


Lueder in the Lead. 

Three candidates have appeared 
against Arthur C .Lueder, the coali- 
tion mayoralty candidate originally 
put up by the “citizens’ mayoralty 
committee,” a nonpartisan organiza- 
tion formed to bring about the nomi- 
nation of good mayoralty timber by 
both Republicans and Democrats. 
Judge Dever was one of the five Dem- 
ocrats proposed by the committee and 
Lueder was one of two Republicans 
suggested by it. 

The three anti-coalition candidates 
are Edward R. Litsinger, Municipal 
Judge Bernard P. Barasa, and Arthur 
M. Millard. The consensus is that 
they will run in about that order be- 
hind Lueéder.

Women are ineligible for jury serv- 
ice. 

A mother cannot be appointed a 
guardian for her child unless there is 
no father. 

Two suits may be filed in personal 
injury cases involving a married wom- 
an—one by her and one by her hus- 
band. 

The husband owns his wife’s services. 

Mrs. Gehrmann pointed out that the 
proposed legislation is similar to a law 
already in effect in Wisconsin, the only 
state which has so far completely 
cleared away all legal discrimination 
against women. The Illinois bill is 
now in the hands of the senate judi- 
clary committee.

THE FRAGMENTATION OF 


| EUROPE. 

Americans, save for ardent partisans whose 
cultural or racial sympathies shape their opinions, 
cannot help thinking of the European situation in 
terms of American conditions. We think of this 
federal’ republic covering, an area larger than 
Hurope, divided like Burope by mountain ranges 
and great distances, comprised of regions the 
economic interests of which conflict in many re 
spects, and inhabited by over a hundred millions 
of people as various in race and religion as the 
population of Burope. We differ from Europe in 
two vital respects We enjoy the same language 
and a common government. But in surveying the 
European complex, we realize that we have 
potentially many of the elements of discord which 
are so destructively at work in the old world. 

In fact, pessimists have believed that in tims the 
republic would split up into several states under 
the influence of & diverging culture and conflicting 
economic interests, and, indeed, we have fought 
one great war to prevent division. We can imagine 
New England and the seaboard states setting up a 
nation, the Pacific coast and mountain region an- 
other, thé great cefitral valley another; with the 
guif states as a seaboard. We can imagine an 
oligarchic republic of New York invading a neigh- 
boring political entity, comprising the present 
peaceful state of Pennsylvania, to seize its coal 
regions, with Gifford Pinchot rallying the remnants 
of a patriot army in the mountain fastnesses of 
the Alleghenies in a last stand for independence. 
We can imagine Missouri and Indiana as republics 
or petty kingdoms, allied in the invasion of south- 
ern Tilinois to control the coal fields of Egypt, and 
freeze Out Chicago. We can imagine customs bar- 
riers of Illinois on-the Mississippi fastening upon 
the commerte ‘of Towa of its way eastward, and 
more barriers maintained by Indiana, Ohio, and 
a myriad of petty states living in short-sighted 
political egoism, quarreling, taxing, excluding.

tions of an enduring peace through a eodperation of 
interdependent nations. But that purpose seems 
to have been wholly defeated by the peace made 
upon the ruins of German military power. We look 
at the map of Burope today and we find, not that 
there. is, larger integration for codperation and 
sharing of resources, but a greater disintegration. 
In 1917 central and eastern Europe were organized 
under three great empires. It is true that two were 
- not sustained without great wrongs and at the 
expense of ideals rightly cherished by their subject 
peoples. But they represented a certain order, a 
certain framework of codperation, which produced 
substantial benefits. This framework was not ideal- 
Jy the best, but it was better than a disintegration 
into hostile fragments, which refuse to recognize 
their interdependence and mutuality of interest. 
If it was progress to destroy imperial Russia and 
Austro-Hungary, it is not progress to turn its 
forced unity into a disunity of destructive force. It 
is not Progress to divide in the name of nationalist 


' 


involve ourselves where there is no real chance of 
bettering the situation, but a certainty of injury 
to ourselves. 

We cannot reasonably expect the European peo 
ples to alter a psychology ages old or thrust from 
them devotions, fears, inbred instincts, hopes cher- 
ished through centuries, simply upon our invita- 
tion. But we may reasonably hope that events will 
incline them toward looking more to their common 
interests, as the various American colonies did in 
1786 and before, and less to their divergent inter 
ests. We may hope their sufferings will incline 
them to think more in terms of economic welfare 
instead of in politics, and thus to begin to see what 
we in America think we clearly see, that the essen- 
tial of Europe's salvation is a European policy in 
Purope rather than mutually destroying policies 
and ever-changing balances of power.

AMERICAN LIBERTIES. 

Bishop Thomas F’. Gailor of Tennessee preached 
a sermon in Washington at services commemorat- 
ing the birth of Washington. President Harding 
was one of his auditors. This high placed church- 
man said that the country was losing sight of the 
importance of the bed rock upon which the nation 
wae founded. That is respect for law and respect 
for liberty. 

It is important when a clergyman says this, The 
American tradition was one of escape from imposi- 
tions under which. other people suffered. It was 
the American’s pride that he was free. He did not 
bow the knee to a system of social caste. His gov- 
ernment depended on his decisions, He obeyed the 
law becauseehis conscience approved it. He did 
not consider himself as obeying law. He respected 
what he had himself erected. 

He regarded democracy ag the best political form 

of human society, because it represented the least 
interference with orderly individual life. So long 
as an American did not encroach on the rights of 
another he did not feel the hand of authority. He 
had to transgress before his right to decide and act 
was abridged in any tashion. 
The old American was conscious of this liberty. 
It was a part of his character. He consulted his 
conscience and he dispiayed his character in his 
acta. Bishop Gailor says that this is changing. 
Reformers are indifferept to the rights of the in- 
dividual. Groups are formed to bring pressure 
on legislation. Daily the individual liberties are 
curtailed. Democracy has ceased to regard protec- 
tion of the individual’ conscience as its aim and 
now regards coercion ag its mission. Opinion has 
become intolerant. ) 

When people who have been free find that law is 
taking a new attitude towards them they take a 
new attitude towards it. They find it is impossible 
to prevent the raising of the structure of statutes. 
Organized vigor is too much for them. Groups of 
people seeking to impose mandates upon them are 
too aggressive. The people imposed upon take the 
shortest cut They become noncomformists. They 
do not submit. They find outside of the law the 
freedom which the law purports to take away 
from them. 

They justify this in their conscience. It makes 
lawbreaking, but that does not deter them because 
they think the law invited disrespect by trans 
gressing against the substance and spirit of Amer- 
ican life. 

Demos can be a tyrant in some of his moods and 
enthusiasms. The desire to govern is inherent in 
human nature. Government exalts the egotism. 
To impose @ rule or a law on human beings grati- 
fies the person who finds the power. 
imposition can be made in the name of public 
morality and community well being the exaltation 
has the value of an ecstasy. It is an intoxicating 
sense of virtue to be causing the world to grow 
better by enacting of laws and promulgation of 
rules. That seems to be the highest objective of 
man, coercing wayward, vicious man from his evil 
ways into the path of the better life. 

Man cannot find his salvation in a hall of legis- 
lation or in the most benevolent despot who ever 
wrote decrees. He can find moral or physical 
slavery there, but he cannot find virtue, and he 


egotism regions dependent upon each other for the 
elements of progress and even the elements of 
existence. 

Purope, tn short, under the influence of political 
nationalism, is undergoing a destructive process of 
economic fragmentation. The inevitable result of 
this process is the reduction of the productive 
energy and efficiency of the continent. The multi- 
plication of barriers to commerce, the splitting off 
of essential resources from existing economic 
establishments, the seizure by force and transfer of 
resources from one economic entity to another 
political organism, the separating of cities from 
their hinterlands, manufacturing regions from the 
mines on which they depend, and agricultural 
regions from ports and industrial districts with 
which their economic welfare is bound up, all this 
is like the destruction by some great giant who in-

IS THIS A SOLUTION OF THE 
COAL PROBLEM? 


An Indiana coal operator has written to The 
Black Diamond an interesting suggestion for a 
concrete solution of troubles In the coal) industry 
of this country, and through it of troubles in all 
business dependent upon coal As laymen, we do 
not know whether the plan is sound or not. We 
do know that the high price of coal, the fuctuation 
of price and of supply, the maintenance of high 
cost and low quality mines, and the maintenance 
of 200,000 or 300,000 miners tn idleness through a 
great part of the year are heavy and unjustifiable 
burdens upon prosperity. 

Any suggestion which promises to correct this 
situation is worthy of consideration, If the one 
in question is impractical] it should be discarded. 
If it contains even the germ of a practical solu- 
tion it should be studied, analyzed, and expanded. 

As briefly as we can state it, the suggestion is 
for an extension to all industry of the present 
assigned car rule used by the railroads in the 
purchase of their own fuel. It would establish a 
sixty day period fram Ma&rch 15 to May 16 in 
which all industry could make contracts for 
delivery of its annual coal supply over a ten 
months period. That would require establishment 
of sixty day storage facilities available for each 
point of consumption, That being done, and the 
contracts made, cars could be assigtied to each 
mine and each industry having such contracts, 
sufficient to keep the industrial supply moving 


assuring him four days’ production each week and 
a fair share in the available car supply for the 
other two days, to produce coal] for uncontracted 
demand, the operator of a low cost mine would 
operate with minimum overhead costs and conse- 
quently reduced prices. The best mines would 
get the contracts and the high cost mines would 
automatically cease to impose high prices upon 
the necessities of the public. Miners, being assured 
of from four to six days work throughout the year 
could accept lower wages with an increase rather 
than a decrease in their present average annua! 
incomes. 

Under the plan amy operator under contract 
would be penalized for sending an assignment car 
to others than the authorized list of consignees 
while the latter needed coal. The two days margin 
each week and the two months margin in spring 
should take care of demand not under contract, 
if the system were generally adopted. To be suc- 
cessful it would require codperation between con- 
sumers, operators, and railroads. Intelligent self 
interest, we believe, should bring about codperation. 

In any event, we commend the suggestion to 
the federal coal fact finding commission, ff tt has 
not already been brought to the attention of that 
body. If it is futile, let evidence be adduced to 
prove its futility. If it is sound, let it be the basis 
for some movement, tf not for legislation, to make 


it effecttve. :

FOR POSTAL SAVINGS. 
{Erie (a.) Daily’ Times.] 

A bfll to raise interest rates on deposits in postal 
savings from 2 te 3 per cent has been reported to 
the house by the postoffice committee. It appears to 
be a needed and logical movement for the stimula- 
tion of savings, There is little doubt that the gov. 
ernment can afford to pay more than 2 per cent on 
such déposits, There may be some doubt as to the 
advisability of having the rate thus fixed by congress. 

Demand for money and consequent interest rates 
in commercial enterprise fluctuate. The opinion ex- 
pressed by Tus Curcaco Tripone that it would be 
good business to make some provision in the postal 
savings law which would allow the proper authort- 
ties to fix the interest rate with relation to general 
business conditions without having to go to congress 
for authority for each change will be generally con- 
curred in. The law which established the postal sav- 
ings banks fixed the interest rates at 2 per cent 
on Geposits in 1910. In a period of great fluctuation 
of money values these rates, therefore, have been 
inflexible. The success of the department has been 
correspondingly handicapped. Such handicaps should 
be removed. 

Postal savings banks supply an important demand 
in this country—the demand of small savers, particu- 
larly of foreign extraction, for absolute security for 


| heir savings. Through ignorance many savers have 
‘been exploited repeatedly by private banks and 
crooked investment solicitors. Great numbers of them 
do not trust any bank, but hide their savings, with- 
drawing the money from circulation. Most of these 
persons would trust the government to keep their 
funds. They should be encouraged to do so. A higher 
interest rate, comparable to commercial rates, though 
perhaps somewhat lower because of the better secur- 
ity, together with advertising and education, would 
serve that purpose.

KANSAS MILK SURVEY. 
Kansas health department tells 
the people of that state that the 
milk sold in the smaller cities is 
not of a high grade. This statement 
holds true of milk sold in smaller cities 
and towns in all parts of the country, 
as health officials know. The unfortunate 
angie to the question is that the people 
do not know. They assume that the 
stories which hear about dangerous 
milk apply to the larger cities, but are 
hot of interest to the smaller ones. The 
facts are that, as a rule, the milk in the 
larger cities is reasonably safe, but that 
in emailer places is not. 

The great merit of the Kansas publica- 
tion is that it gives the facts to the 
people of that state. Tie health depart- 
ment made an inspection of the milk 
supplies in twenty towns and cities of 
less than fifty thousand inhabitants. 
They made bacterial counts, determined 
the presence or absence of dirt, took 
the temperatures of the milk and in- 
spected premises, and then thpy pub- 
ished all the facts, giving names of pro- 
Gucers and dealers, and dates of exam- 
ination. ‘ 

’ 2 

As was to be expected, the milk was 
offered for gale, and the specimens were 
collected for examination within less 
than a day after milking. Where milk 
ie marketed within a few hours after it 
bas been drawn from the cow, where it 
has not been hauled long distances or 
handled much, we can be fairly careless 
with it without spoiling it. In spite of 
the coftiparative freshness of the Kan- 
gas specimens, much of the milk was 
not good. 

Of the 606 samples taken, only forty- 
three had been pasteurized cane, ee 
of the forty-three had not been'p rly 
pasteurized. It is well established now 
that there is always some danger of 
tuberculosis, typhoid fever and other 
forms of contagion from drinking un- 
pasteurized milk. The bacterial counts 
of the pasteurized milk average much 
lower than those of the raw samples.

The presence or absence of disease- 
producing bacteria was not reported. 
Eighty-eight of the samples were sold 
as certified milk; two as “ baby milk,” 
and twelve as graded milk, thbugh none 
had the right to thoge labels 

The temperatures of the milk ranged 
from 42 degrees to 98 degrees. Many 
were hotter than 70 degrees. Milk at 70 
and over rapidly deteriorates. 

In 222 of the 606 samples, the record 
showed some degree of dirtiness or some 
amount of gross dirt. Some were char- 
acterized as very dirty. Seventy-one 
samples contained over a million bac- 
teria.

LONDON, Feb. 24.—Brick walls, be- 
lieved to have been erected thirty-six 
centuries before the Christian era, 
have been discovered among the ruins 
recently unearthed at Ur, the Chaldean 
city, according to a Bagdad dispatch to 
the Times. The correspondent quotes 
Cc. L. Wooley, leader of the archzolog- 


ical expedition, as saying that the 
ruins comprise the temple of the moon 
god and his consort, part of which 
were brought to light in 1918. The dis- 
coveries in that year, however, uncov- 
ered the bachelor quarters of the god, 
while the ruins now found are believed 
to have been his harum. 

A fragment of a stone vase has been 
dug out upon which is a representa 
tion of the mioon and his goddess re- 
ceiving the adoration of worshipers.

Motion on Bill Pending. 


A motion to recommit the bill was 
pending when adjournment was taken | 
today. The purpose in offering this 
motion and in deferring action upon 
it was believed by some of the agri- 
cultural senators to be to head off ac- 
tion on such legislation as the filled 
milk bill. 

A bit of humor was injected into the 
senate proceedings when Senator Har- 
rison {Dem., Miss.] called attention to 
the fact that for the first time in 
months Senator Jones appeared with 
a white necktie instead of his usual red” 
tie. 

Throughout the debate the senator 
from Washington has worn a very loud 
red tie, showing fight, remarked Sen- 
ator Harrison. Today his tie was pure 
white, showing surrender. 

3 when I am beaten,” 
replied Senator Jones, while the senate 
and galleries joined in a general laugh. 

Defeat Motion to Table. 

The senate by a vote of 46 to 38 ap- 
proved the Jones motion to make the 
shipping bill the unfinished busfness.. 
This motion had been pending for sev- 
eral days. Before adopting this motion 
the senate, by a vote of 38 to 46, de- 
feated a motion by Senator Robinson 
of Arkansas to table the Jones mo- 


Nine Republicans voted against the 
Jones motion. these senators being 
the avowed opponents of ship subsidy 
bill within the majority party. They 
were Senators Brookhart, lowa; Borah, 
Idaho; Capper, Kansas; Couzens, Mich.; 
Ladd, North Dakota; La Follette, Wis- 
eénsin; Menary and Stanfield, Oregon; 
and Norris, Nebtaska. 

Three Democrats, Serfators Brous- 
sard and Ransdeil of Louisiana and 
Pomerene of Ohio, vote for the Jones 
motion. 

Early in today’s session Senator Cur- 
tis [Rep., Kas.] offered a unanimous 
consent agreement for the considera- 
tion of miscellaneous business today 
and a vote on the Jones motion at 1 
o'clock on Monday with an opportunity 
for a motion to*recommit the shipping 
bill following the disposition of the 
Jones motion. 

, Fears Unlimited Debate. 

Senator Lenroot [Rep., Wis.] object- 
ed to this on the ground that unlim- 
ited debate would be allowed on the

motion to recommit, thereby tending 
to delay action on the filled milk bill. 
Later in the day Senator Robinson 
[Dem., Ark.] obtained immediate ac- 
tion on the Jones motion, and the sen- 
ate approved a unanimous consent 
agreement under which action on the 
motion to recommit was deferred. 

During this discussion Senator Jones 
said he recognized that the fight on the 
shipping bill was over and that he 
merely desired a record vote. He op- 
posed sending the bill back to the com- 
mittee on commerce. 

Senator Pomerene suggested that 
the senate recommit the bill with in- 
structions to report back 4 bill provid- 
ing for discriminating duties on im- 
ports carried in American vessels, but 
Senator Jones said it is now too late 
in the session to do anything with such 


a bill.

[Professor of Economics, Yale ‘University.) 

Most people have a vague sense of 
vhat a “high cost of living” means 
Jt a “low level of prices.” But to 
measure exactly the height of the high 
sost or the lowness of the low level, 
we need an “index number.” 

If all prices moved in unison, up or 
down, we should need no index num- 
ber. But since, in actual fact, prices 


’ glways scatter widely in their move- 


ments, we need to take an average of 


these movements and this average is 
called an index number. 
Many Ways of Figuring. 

There are many different ways of 
computing such an average (for in- 
stance, the “arithmetic” average, the 
“ geometric,” the “ median,” the a“ ag- 
gregative,” etc.), and each sort of aver. 
age may be “ weighted” in several dif- 
ferent ways, to take account of differ 
ences in the importance of different 
commodities 


In my book, “ The Making of Index 
Numbers,” to which the reader is re- 
ferred for a fuller treatment of the 
subject (this book can be had from 
the Pollak Foundation for Economic 
Research, Newton 68, Mass.), I have 
computed index numbers of 134 differ 
ent formule in order to find out how 
well they agree. The surprising result 
was reached that all good kinds (i. e., 
all which conform to a few simple 
texts of common sense) agree with 
each other almost absolutely if based 
on similar data. Thus a well con- 
structed index number is an instru 
ment of precision. 

Explains His System.

These two figures then are index 
numbers which indicate the rise in 
prices between 1913 and the second 
week in February, 1923. But, for con 
venience, we reduce them both propor 
tionately so as to make the 1913 fgure 
100 per cent. 

This makes the February, i923, in 
dex figure 158 (1. e., 12,310,000,000 is to 
$19,500,000,000 as 100 is to 158). In 
other words, prices are 58.per cent 
higher than in 1913, the pre-war year.

Retail Index Prices. 


Thirty years ago only wholesale price 
indexes were used and even these were 
not as numerous, as widely known, or 
as widely used as today, when so 
many official agencies and so many 
trade journals pttblish them. Index 
numbers of retail prices, of wages, and 
of the prices or sales of stocKs were 
rareties, if not curiosities. Since the 
beginning of the present century, index 
numbers ‘have spread very fast. In 
the United States we now have, among 
others, the index numbers of the Unit- 
ed States Bureau of Labor statistics, 
of the Federal Reserve board, of Dun’s, 
of Bradstreet’s, of Gibson, of the Times 
Annalist, of Babson, of the National 
Industria] Conference Board, of the 
Harvard Committee on Economic Re 
search, and of the Massachusetts Spe- 
cial Commission on the Necessaries of 
Life. 

Kept Inflation Record. 


The World War gave a great im- 
petus to index numbers not only as a4 
measure of the effects of inflation. 
but also as a means of correcting it.

In Great Britain alone, three million 
laboreys have had their wages regulat- 
ed annually by an index number of 
retail prices.

There will be a counting of noses

Survey Discloses 
12,000 Paid Toll 
to Speed Mania 


TATISTICS gathered by the Na- 
tional Safety council indicate 
that deaths from automobile ac 
cidents in 1922 will total over 

12,000—an average toll of about 35 
daily. Police bureaus in 79 of the 
larger cities, with a combined popula- 
tion of over 23,000,006, report a total 
of 4,160 fatalities from auto accidents 
last year.

736. New’York’s record for the pst 
three yearw is, 1920, 763; 1921, 855; 
1922, 846. 

The National Safety éouncil, with 
local safety organizations in forty 
cities, is engaged in a national cam- 
paign against automobile accidents,

steadily growing auto fatality list. 
The campaign is primarily one of edu- 
cation directed at the pedestrian and 
the motorist alike. The program, 
which is already in effect in fifty cities, 
includes motor drivers’ schools, the 
codperation of all civic organizations 
in the educating of the public to be 
eareful on the streets, and the teach- 
ing of safety in schools.

Motor Club to Ask 
a New Headlight 
‘Law for Illinois 


HEN the touring season 

swings into full stride and 

the country roads teem with 

automobiles, we shall begin 
toehear again of the menace of the 
glaring headlight. All the accidents 
caused by light are attributed to glare, 
but Frank EB. Jack, president of the 
Chicago Motor club, declares the 
larger percentage of them is causéd by 
insufficient light rather than by an 
overabundance. 

“The problem,” he says, “resolves 
itself down to one of light contral. 
The proper refraction or diffusion of 
Itght beams gives the driver ample 
light to see objects two or three hun- 
dred feet from his automobile and at 
the same time eliminates glare in the 
eyes of the oncoming motorists. 

“The present law in Illinois on head- 
lights is negative in character rather 
than positive. It simply requires mo 
torists to dim their lights when ap 
proaching vehicles on the highways. 
Here is one of the great dangers of 
night driving, for when a motorist 
dims his own lights he has not suffi- 
cient light to see the ditch on his right 
hand side, and is frequently blinded 
by the lights of oncoming automo 
biles. 

“If, however, we had a real head- 
‘light law, similar to the laws im east- 
ern states, where the subject of light 
control has been given more thought 
and attention than in any other section 
of the country. we would eliminate nu- 
merous accidents, and the owners of 
automobiles would get much more out 
of their cars than they do today, for 
many hesitate to drive at night be- 
cause of our archaic lighting laws.

“With this in mind, the legal depart- 
ment of the Chicago Motor club has 
conferred with numerous lighting ex- 
perts and has made a study of the 
lights laws in other states, and will 
present a lighting bill at the legislature 
some time this week. 

“The present Illinois law provides 
that a motorist when he does not dim 
his lights on approaching a car, must 
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have his lamps equipped with an anti-

glare reflector, or a lens preventing 
glaring or dazzling lights. 

“This law has been interpreted as 
excluding all light control devices. To 
comply with this section the motorist 
cannot have a light that will give out 
a driving light because there must be 
a glare in order to secure a driving 
light. The law should bé amended so 
that the rays of the light from the 
automobile can be controlled—ti. e.: the 
device should be so constricted that 
the lights from the lens will not rise 
above a point thirty-six inches from the 
road. This gives a good driving light 
for 200 or 300 feet in advance of the 
automobile and at the same time pre- 
vents glaring.

“In order to make a law effective 
there should be established light in- 
specting stations, superintended by a 
light inspector from the office of the 
secretary of state, and before a motor- 
ist could drive his car a license should 
be issued to the effect that his lights 
have been properly inspected by one 
of these stations or by a light in- 
spector. If a reflector becomes rusty, 
dented, dirty, or tarnished it will cause 
a defiection of the light rays, thus 
practically rendering uselegs the light- 
ing device. 

“ Summarizing, in’ order to have a 
proper driving light, your headlamps 
must be properly equipped, must be 
properly focused, must be properly 
aimed; these lamps also must have ap- 
proved lenses, your lamps must be 
aimed properly, they must be 21 can- 
dlepower bulbs, and your reflector 
must be clean.”

EGISLATION under which relief 

for motorists from excessive and 

y fluctuating prices of gasoline 
may be expected will be fore 
casted in a comprehensive report 


United States senate on or 
about.March 1. It will be submitted 
by Senator Robert M. La Follette, 
chairman of the committee on manu- 
factures, which has been making an 
investigation covering the years 1929, 
1941, and 1922. 

According to announcement by the 
National Motorists’ association, infor- 
mation will be furnished the senate 
specifically in this report as to the 
following: 

The stocks of crude and gasoline on 
hand and the relation of the prices 
of the latter to the former; the uni- 
formity or lack of uniformity of prices 
asked by different companies and dates 
of same; agreements if any to raise 
prices, and natural reasons in sup- 
port of such agreements, and all such 
“facts ag bear upon the present in- 
creases of prices of gasoline in view 
of the decreased price of crude oil.” 

Upon the conclusions reached in this 
report, which will be based upon tes- 
timony of an exhaustive character fur- 
nished by witnesses representing prac- 
tically all of the larger oil companies 
of the country, legislation looking to 
the ring-of unfavorable or discrim- 
inating price situations will be rec 
ommended, it is believed. 

The trend of the investigation indi- 
cates that this legislation will aim at 
equal opportunities in the future for 
all producers, refiners, and independ- 
ents in the sale of gasoline.

No One to Blame but Self.

cier. For fifteen years she has been 
an addict. She looks 60. Her hair 
is gray, her cheeks sunken, and there 
is the loox of a lost soul in her eyes. 
Her frail body is convulsed with nerv- 
ous twitchings and sighs and groans. 

“You have been in three weeks now, 
Marion,” said the superintendent of 
the women’s department. “ Pretty 
nearly cured now, aren’t you?” 

“Cured? I'll never be cured. If I 
could have something at this moment 
I’d sell my soul for it.

WISCONSIN COOKIES. 


HERE are gewd and sufficient rea- 
sons why w#e should expect the 
cooky recipes in Wisconsin cook- 
books to be reliable, and why 

cookies are used in certain counties of 
that state in large quanities, in the 
homes of thrifty Germans of the type 
of "48. You know what the emigrants 
of that date brought us in character 
and ability, household as well as agrt- 
cultural. 

My skepticism about .cookies or 
cooky making brought me a new and 
highly valued friend, who has now 
written out for me a whole treatise on 
cooky making, because she thinks that 
when it is a question of cookies I 
was not born in Maine, but in Mis 
souri. Through her also has come to 
me the “ West Bend Cook Book,” with 
many cooky recipes of German origin. 

And here are some of the recipes 
checked off by my new friend in the 
West Bend Cook Book: 

White Cookies. 

“One cup butter and two cups of 
sugar creamed, three eggs beaten, nut- 
meg flavor, two teaspoons baking pow- 
der, four to mix soft. Put a raisin on 
top of each cooky, and bake in a hot 


oven.” 
Whistles. 

One-half cup butter, one cup sugar, 
six eggs beaten, flour to make stiff bat- 
ter. Cream the butter and sugar, add 
the eggs and flour, drop little pats 
three inches apart on a buttered paper, 
spread thin, bake in a pan until a light 
brown, about five minutes, place on a 
sugared molding board and roll while 
warm on a smooth round stick: when 
cold, fill with whippei cream, sweet- 
ened and flavored with vanilla.” 

Almond Cookies. 

“ Three fourths pound butter, three 
fourths pound sugar, three-fourths 
pound almonds, three-fourths pound 
sifted flour, two eggs, grated rind of 
one-half lemon. Blanch the almonds 
and, when dry, chop fine; stir the but- 
ter until creamy, add the eggs, mix 
the sugar and almonds, add two-thirds 
of this mixture to the butter and eggs. 
setting aside the remainder for the

“One cup sugar, one-half cup but- 
fer, one-half cup milk, one egg, three 
and one-half cups flour, one teaspoon 
vanilla, one teaspoen soda, two tea- 
spoons cream:tartar. Filling: One. 
half cup sugar, one-half cup water, 
one teaspoon flour, one cup chopped 
figs. Cook until thick. Cut out the 
cookies, spread a teaspoon of filling 
between each two, and bake.” 


Hermit Cookies. 

“Three eggs, one and one-half cups 
sugar, two-thirds cup butter, one cup 
chopped raisins, one teaspoon cinna- 
mon, one-half nutmeg, one-half tea- 
spoon soda in two tablespoons water, 
one-half teaspoon cloves, flour to roll 


out.” 
Badger State Method. 

From this point on my new friend 
tells us what she has learned by dear 
experience: 

“There is a certain knack in cooky 
making which any woman may ac 
quire if she will but try what patience 
and perseverance can do. Good cdok- 
jes need not necessarily be expensive. 


The main ingredient Is the fat used, 
and that is a subject almost by itself. 


Advice About Fat. 


“There are many kinds of fat sub- 
stitutes on the market, but the best, 
least expensive. and most tasteless fat 
I know of, after thirty odd years of 
cooky making, is home rendered lard. 
Some recipes are better with real but- 
ter and some are better made with oled- 
margarine. One must suit one’s taste 
and purse. If the recipe calls for real 
butter, use it; if not, use what you like 
and note the result. Always cream 
butter or fat and sugar, beat eggs till 
light and foamy, and, if recipe calls 
for wetting, alternate it with the sifted 
flour in mixing. Measure accurately, 
using same size of cup for both wet 
and dry ingredients. 


Flour and Soda. 


“There is no regular rule for flour 
in cooky making. A good bread flour 
is always safe to use. After beating 
in the first cup or more of flour use 
an ordinary table knife and cut in the 
rematnder of the flour, if the recipe 
calls for . stiff dough. There is a 
difference of opinion as to how to mix 
in the soda, whtther to dissolve it in 
the liquid used or to put it in dry. 
Use your own judgtaent. I prefer the 
dry method. 

Testing the Dough. 

“An excellent way of testing the 
dough is to press the first finger down 
on the top. If it comes away clean the 
dough is about right, but if it sticks 
to the finger add a little more flour, 
and be careful not to get In too much. 

“ Nearly all recipes are better mix: J 
at night and left in a cold place til 
morning. You will find that not so 
much flour is required and that you 
can handle it much easier in forming 
the cookies. In warm weather set the 
mixing dish in the icebox and cover 


heat required. When baked a light, 
golden brown, let them stand in the 
pan till partly cool. Lift out with 
spatula and put on a surface that has 
been covered with waxed paper. Do 
not pile them up until they are per- 
fectly cold. Always remember that 
a butter cooky and a molasses cooky 
burn easily. If some of the cookies 
in a pan brown quicker than others 
lift these out and put the rest back 
in the oven. 

=~ Final and Thanks. 

Are you grateful to my Badger state 
friend for this explanation of cooky 
making which has contributed gratis 
to the cooky cause? I am, and I am 
sure you will find some seidom or never 
printed points in it. 

Cooky making certainly ts coming 
back into vogue, and it is good to be 
told how to do it by one who has been 
making cookies these thirty years and 
is evidently a cook naturally and by 
inheritance. 

I do not like cookies that taste of 
fiour or fat. I have known cookies 
containing a large per cent of pecan 
nuts and no flavoring to be taken for 
graham cookies. <A bit of almond 
flavor would have made all the dif 
ference in the world. They would then 
have been taken for pecan cookies. 
Yes, that is another point to empha 
size, the flavoring.

Take about one-fourth of the dough, 
flour the molding board lightly, and 
roll out as thin or thick as the recipe 
tells you. If after rolling there is too 
much flour on top, take a soft cloth 
and wipe off all superfluous flour. This 
can be done with the bottoms after 
baking also. 

Baking Cookies. 

“Have shallow pans, the shallower 
the better. Grease lightly on the bot- 
tom only,.cut cookies carefully to pre- 
serve shapes, pick up with a spatula, 
and put tn pans, leaving at least one- 
half inch for spreading. Watch the 
first pan closely while baking, so that 
you will know how to regulate the 
heat.

There are mulberry velour 
drapes over ecru giass curtains. 

Done in early American style is a. 
bedroom in which the walls are pan- 
eled* one-third of their height. The 
woodwork is painted ivory, and the 
upper third of the wall is papered in 
a fine gingham design of blue and 
white. In contrast to this are the 
large figured linen window drapes. 
These are in old blue, dull rose, and 
gold color, with sage green leaves, on 
a white ground, and the glass curtains 
are of plain white marquisette.

The room is Chinese in character. All 
of the furniture is enameled indigo 
blue, with edgings of tomato red. 
Chintz, Chinese patterned, in which 
the foregoing colors are combined, cov- 
ers the bed, and the same is used for 
window drapes. The rug is dull green. 
On a small, enameled table there is a 
porcelain vase, which has been con- 
verted into a lamp.

The dress is to be slipped on over 
the head, and the front at the neck is 
slashed, faced, and rolled back with 
collar. Then a vest is inserted, and 
this is fastened to the right side of 
the opening, and should fasten invist- 
‘ly on the left. 
The sleeves may be dart fitted and 
full length, flowing or made shorter 
length. 


* The dress is eut in two sections, 
‘front and back, and the side pancls are 
‘get on according to perforations, show- 
‘ing their exact position. Perforations 
also indicate the distance down that 
they are to be stitched to the dress. 

_A design of this kind would be ideal 
-for: shopping or general street wear 
‘made of wool serge, one of the twills,

sewed to the neck of the dress after 
the slash is cut in the front of the 
waist.

After the large collar has been cut, 
seam it together in the middle of the 
back and press the seam open; then 
lay it in place on the dregs, right side 
to right side, and pin first in the mid- 
dle, then at the ends. Baste in even 
stitches all around the outer edge and 


then stitch. Turn right side out, make | 


the edge of the seaming as clearly de- 
fined as you can, and baste near the 
edge to hold it in place so it can be well 
pressed. Then clip the opposite edge 
of the collar and baste and hem down 
over the seam at the neck of the dress. 

Embroidery can be used with good 
effect on this dress, while if you wish 
something quite new, stitch the panels 
where they attach to the dress in two 
rows, using a silk of a contrasting 
color. Make the same finish at the 
edges of the sleeves and collar. 

The panels should be lined with this 
color, and if the flowing sleeves are 
used, let the facings match the panel 
lining. 

Pattern No. 1,620 is for the dress, 
cut entirely in one piece. Of course, 
that means it has kimono sleeves— 
short ones—and is to be slipped on over 
the head, With this pattern there is 
an applied apron front, which may or 
may not be used, just as one prefers.

Miss Claire Braves the 
Perils of Speechmaking

[88 INA CLAIRE managed four words of a “thank you” speech at 
Powers’ last Monday evening before an inopportune curtain descended, 
abruptly cutting us off from her eloquence.

A Far Cry From Imitations in the “ Follies.” 

It was not altogether malapropos, either. Here was Miss Clafre, newly 
under the management of Charles Frohman, Inc., whose magic name has 
heralded so many Of Miss Barrymore's triumphs; acting on a stage long identi- 
fied with Miss Barrymore's appearances in Chicago, and submitting Miss Barry-

more clan. 

Her gift for high comedy amplifies with each advancing season. Her

sense of humor. Her ability to denote a mood of feelimg at once strong and 
reticent is beginning unmistakably to appear. Something deeper will come. 
Better plays, perhaps, will come. In any event, it js a far cry from the 
Ina Claire who did imitations in the “ Follies” to the ina, Claire of today. I 
don’t know what she meant in dropping a reminiscent hint of Miss Barry- 
more, or whether she meant anything. Bit it may be an augury. Who 
knows? 

As for that famous line—* That’s all there is. There isn't any more”™— 
did you ever hear its precise history? Impersonators the world over have 
uttered it through clenched teeth as a characterization of Miss Barrymore, but 

not many could tell how the phrase originated. 

The man who wrote the line explained things in New York the other day. 

He is an actor, and rejoices in the resounding name of T. Wygney Percyval. 
“It happened in London in 1904,” he said. “I was acting at the Garrick 
theater there with Horace Hodges, another English actor. We wrote a play 
together called ‘Sunday.’ In it the heroine, back in England, receives a letter 
from America, and, after reading it, says, ‘ That's all there is—there isn’t any 
more.’ It so happened that I wrote that particular scene; we thought nothing 
‘of it at the time, and the English actress who played the title réle—Marie 
_Lohr—spoke the line quite naturally. 
“But I understand that when Miss Barrymore played it here in New 
York her deep voice and her peculiar enunciation and emphasis of this line 
' led the critics to comment upon it. Her imitators instantly seized upon it as 
/a peculiarity; later Miss Barrymore often spoke the line as the final tag of 
any curtain or dinner speech she made. That is the story of a line which 
has endured for eighteen years and which is indelibly associated with the 
name of Ethel Barrymore.”

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basiness manager, Clark A. Shaw. 

Having made a success as a negotia- 
tor, Mr. Hageman now became a sus- 
cess as a conductor, in the French list 
and also outside of it. “ Sniegurotchka” 
led the list in number of appearances 
and popular approval. “ Martha” 
went on too late to equal it in num- 
ber of performances, but was fully 
equal in enthusiasm. The same was 
true of “ Manon.” He did not conduct 
all the works that early announce- 
ments indicated—“La Juiye” was 
translated into Italian and Mr. Panizza 
conducted, while “Samson and Deli 
lah” was taken over by Giorgio Po- 
lacco—but.he made thirteen appear 
ances out of the twenty for which he 
was contracted and scored thirteen dis- 
tinct successes. 

See how the fates their gifts allot, 
as they sing in “The Mikado.”

demanded. The translation of “ Boris "’ 
is therefore just another straw show- 
ing the direction of the wind. 

Considering that the Chicago Civic 
Opera company is supported by Ameri- 
can money, written about in American 
newspapers, and given, supposedly, for 
the benefit of American audiences, it 
all seems rather strange.

score is so much better music than 
Boito’s. For that reason there is per- 
haps less astonishment. The tremen- 
dous voice and personality that are 
Chaliapin’s do not rise so overwhelm- 
ingly above their surroundings since 
the surroundings have a fair degree 
of height of their own. 

Witnessing his Boris is a great ex- 
perience, just the same. Days after 
you have been at the Audiorium this 
figure keeps coming back into mind, 
as sharply defined in memory as it was 
in sight. There is the young Boris just 
crowned, ardent, brimming over with 
vitality, regal, a true leader of men. 
There is the same Boris in a later 
scene with that on his mind which has 
not bowed his head or stooped his 
mighty shoulders, but has chiseled 
lines in his face and grizzled his hair 
and beard. 

Histories say that the real Boris was 
a wise, far seeing, and rather kindly 

ler. Pushkin’s poem slides over this 

de of his character, to concentrate on 
his unpleasant habit of organizing fam- 
ily assassinations. The operatic Boris 
is a Macbeth done in terms of Rus- 
sian verse and Russian music, and 
translated by the Chaliapin voice and 
the Chaliapin acting. The scene of 
the ghost ridden emperor is enough to 
cause chills in the spinal rnarrow, 
tragedy projected through the medium 
of a marvelous voice, and, what pretty 
nearly every other operatic artist ought 
to observe, but few will heed, a mini- 
mum of gesture. 

Chaliapin will be here for two more 
performances, tomorréw and Friday 
nights. He is cheerfully recom- 
mended. 

Two new operas are billed by the 
Russian company this week. Both are 
by Tschaikowsky. ‘“ Christmas Eve "— 
if you want to be to the manner born, 
call it “ Cherevichek "—is a fantasy of 
devils, witches, and lovers, full of Rus- 
sian humor, and with a score founded 
on folk music. “ Mazeppa” has a book 
by Pushkin founded on Byron’s poem, 
of the chieftain who loved unwisely 
but lived to become a rebellious thorn 
to his country. 

The company will also present “La 
Juive,” which is not Russian, “ Snie- 
gurotchka,” which is, likewise “ Eu- 
gene Onegin” and “The Demon,” 
both pleasant memories of last season.
